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pattern. And what is that pattern? 
Well, the individuals in the songs 
loathe boredom, they hate m ost 
ordinary am usem ents and they are 
wickedly amused by the Milque­ 
toasts of the world. Or to be m ore 
specific, they get no kick out of 
cocaine, and flying too high in the 
sky they consider silly. O r, like 
"N ina,” 
they refuse to begin to 
beguine and despise everything else 
southern 
including 
the 
southern 
moon and the palm s. On the other 
hand, they are vastly entertained by 
the spectacle of Aunt Maude, a 
m issionary, being eaten up while 
singing "Rock of Ages” or by a 
little tyke clenching his tiny fist 
and m urdering his psychiatrist. 
It’s a m ordant,perceptive,fright­ 
fully specific and precise wit, and 
it has entertained M r. Coward’s 
fellow sophisticates all over the 
world 
for something like thirty 
years. On Saturday night, though, 
it was’served up to some 30,000,000) 
people, and whether this heterogen­ 
ous collection of people like it or 
even understood it — well, I just 
don’t know. 
At the outset, Coward decided 
there would be nobody but himself 
and his fellow star, M ary M artin, 
on stage for the whole ninety min­ 
utes, which took some courage. 
Then just to show that they knew 
what a reckless decision this was, 
they sang an impudent little song 
called "Ninety Minutes is A Long, 
Long T im e,” repeated several tim es 
during the show. Actually, it wasn’t. 
If you liked Coward and his cheeky 
m aterial — and I do — the ninety 
m inutes flew past. If you didn’t, it 
didn’t m atter because you probably 
didn’t linger m ore than ten m inutes, 
anyhow. These two could very well 
have set a trend that a lot of other 
entertainers might im itate.

There has certainly been no m ore 
informal show since the beginning 
of television. Mr. Coward and M iss 
M artin simply wandered out of their 
dressing rooms and bandied about a 
few insults.

Small Farmer Has 
Been Forgotten 


By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON. — Governor Har­ 
riman of New York will talk farm 
policy at a Democratic fund-raising 
dinner Saturday night in Des Moines, 
la., heart of the corn belt, where 
hog prices are falling faster than 
the autumn leaves. The interest of 
the occasion lies in the possible 
contrast between what Harriman 
has to offer as compared to Adlai 
Stevenson’s farm speech on Oc­ 
tober 8 in Green Bay, Wis. 
Stevenson 
laid 
an egg. Farm 
spokesmen have been button-holing 
politicians and press to complain 
that if his is the best the Demo­ 
crats can do, the party cannot capi­ 
talize on farm discontent. Former 
President Truman was disappointed 
in it; it is widely believed to be 
one reason why he gave Harriman 
a boost shortly afterward. 


Harriman is working with Tru­ 
man’s 
Secretary of Agriculture, 
Charles Brannan, and nobody will 
be much surprised to 
see him 
resurrect the Brannan Plan in some 
form. Aid for marginal farmers is 
almost certainly another Harriman 
proposal. 
Stevenson said in Wisconsin that 
the farmers were in deep trouble 
which is true, and that the Repub­ 
licans were to blame which was to 
be expected. What he failed to do 
was to communicate a pressing 
personal sense of urgency about the 
problem 
which 
would 
reassure 
farmers that he would act to help 
them. 
People in trouble are not 
receptive to academic discussions. 
It is difficult, of course, to move 
into the realm of specifics without 
becoming vulnerable to the charge of 
demagogy. Few people in either 
party have a distinguished record of 
thinking about farm problems beyond 
the next election. 


Douglas is prepared to accept what 
all politicians know but prefer to 
ignore because of the pressures on 
them. It is that the farm problem 
in its present form is a problem 
of American poverty since most 
American poverty is now on the 
farm. 
Douglas quoted a study showing 
that one quarter of farm price 
supports go to two percent of the 
farmers and another one quarter 
to nine percent of the farmers. 
This is a total of about 550,000 
farmers. 
The remaining 89 percent of the 
farmers, or about 4,5 OO,OOO of them, 
get the remaining one half of the 
support benefits or only what the

upper ninth of farmers receive. 
Douglas proposed therefore a limit 
on grants to any one farmer of 
$2,000. 
This has a reminiscent sound. In 
the Roosevelt-Wallace days, it was 
also suggested that the social pur­ 
pose of maintaining the family­ 
sized farm should be an integral 
consideration in any farm program. 
In the depression, however, prac­ 
tically everybody was in trouble 
and the banks and insurance com­ 
panies which then held title to so 
much farm land helped to kill any 


such limitations. 
All members of Congress pay 
eloquent tribute to the family-sized 
farm as the cornerstone cf the Am­ 
erican way of life. Whether they 
are ready to face up to the fact 
that it is the part of farming which 
needs help remains to be seen. 
The individual farmers are still 
numerous enough to be troublesome 
politically and Assistant Agriculture 
Secretary Butz who said that ‘'too 
many people are trying to stay in 
agriculture” is God’s gift to the 
Democrats.

malities. But who is hunting this 
week? The real barrage starts next 
week and keeps right on barraging 
for a month and then on into De­ 
cember. 
However, the idea is that we 
should be giving safety a real close 
look during this week which pre­ 
cedes the annual onslaught. Now 
is the time to examine our guns 
and to train ourselves and our 
youngsters in the safe use of these 
weapons. 
Obviously no rabbit is as val­ 
uable as a human life. So why shoot 
at something just because it moves 
or resem bles an animal? Why not 
be sure of your target? 
All the rabbits, squirrels, birds, 
deer, bear, and coon you can bring 
home the rest of your days are not 
worth the life you may take if you 
let the excitement of the hunt to 
overcome your judgment. 
Think about it this week. Prac­ 
tice care next week, and all there­ 
after. It is great sport if all know 
their weapons, control their impul­ 
ses, and shoot only when the game 
clearly is game and is not in line 
with domestic animals, buildings, 
and, incidentally, people.

THE GAME STORY 
We have mentioned our prediction 
of the game you will find this fall.

During the recent search for a 
lost hunter near Limberlost, we 
often thought of the suffering through 
which that man was living, having 
had some experience along that 
line ourselves.

We were not lost in that we 
couldn’t find our way out given 
light, but in the pitch dark we had 
no chance. Try it in the center of 
your living room some time. It was 
a miserable night in which we made 
some headway by gaining a few 
yards every time the lightning flash­ 
ed. 
We finally settled down by hud­ 
dling together, taking turns in the 
center position. When a peek of 
light showed about three in the 
morning we easily found our way 
to the road, fifteen minutes away. 
We had stopped just in time to 
avoid mixing with a herd of cows. 
It was an uncomfortable night . .. 
not especially frightening, because 
we knew we would get out when the 
chance came, but cold, raw, suffer­ 
ing.

Republicans Must 
Turn To The Pros 


By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON — There is an 
intriguing development as Repub­ 
licans cast around for a 1956 Pres­ 
idential candidate. 
This is the tendency noted a- 
mong some slate-m akers to try 
to find a figure who com es, as 
did President Eisenhower, from out­ 
side of the ranks of politics. It 
is entirely natural. The only two 
successful bids for the White House 
made by the Republican party in 
more than a quarter of a century 
have been by men whose careers 
were in other fields — Herbert 
Hoover. 
1929-33, from business; 
and our present Chief Executive, 
from the Army. The presidency 
was the first — and only — el­ 
ective office held by either. 
So now we see the non-political 
prospects paraded out. One has a 
double-barreled potential. 
In his 
case it is perhaps chiefly his name — 
Dr. Milton Eisenhower, the Pres­ 
ident’s brother. 
In recent years 
his path has been in academic fields, 
as college president, though before 
that he had a long career in gov­ 
ernment service, both in Repub­ 
lican and New Deal Administra­ 
tions here — but never in prac­ 
tical politics. 
Identity with the President and 
the Army is the motivating factor 
in another suggestion, that of Gen­ 
eral Alfred M. Gruenther, close 
friend and confidante of the Presi­ 
dent who followed General Eisen­ 
hower as head of NATO — a vita 
command post in the cold war which 
he still occupies. 
For the businessman in the Pres­ 
idential sweepstakes we are being 
offered 
Secretary 
of 
Treasury 
George M. Humphrey. 
These are all able men and any 
of them might make a fine Presi­ 
dent. 
But none has that household name 
attribute that induces politicians 
to go beyond their own confines to

get a Presidential candidate. This 
embodies wide reputation in ser­ 
vice that touches all our lives 
closely, 
especially 
in 
times of 
crisis, which applies to both Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and Herbert Hoov­ 
er, and sometimes as well an add­ 
ed ingredient in a warm, magic 
personality such as the President 
las. 
While Herbert Hoover lacked the 
"Ike” quality in personality, his 
lad long been a household name — 
identified with crisis as signified 
in the First World War — when 
lie was nominated by the Repub- 
ican party in 1928. He had become 
known to every housewife as Food 
Administrator and was related per­ 
sonally with the housewife’s pride 
in her daily sacrifice of saving 
food. He won fame in the humani­ 
tarian field as administrator of 
relief in Europe after the First 
World War. He won esteem later 
in still another field, among bus­ 
inessmen, by his aggressive ad­ 
ministration of the Department of 
Commerce on behalf of business as 
Secretary of Commerce in the Hard­ 
ing 
and 
Coolidge Administration 
cabinets. As we know, he did not 
fare well in a political role as 
President. 
Another businessman nominated by 
the Republicans — Wendell L. Win­ 
nie in 1940 — was not well-known 
as was Herbert Hoover, but he had 
the "Ike quality of personality which 
he got over to the American people 
in a short time. But nobody could 
have beat Franklin D. Roosevelt 
in that war crisis. 
A Hoover, a Willkie, an Eisen- 
lower are rare. 
There is none on the horizon to­ 
day. 
It may be risky, but it is here­ 
with predicted that it will be a long 
time before we will see another 
professional soldier or a business­ 
man in the White House. As for 
the first, the gap this time was 
from Ulysses S. Grant to the com­ 
mander of our forces in Europe, 
in the Second World War. 
This puts it up to the "pros," 
the professional politicians in the 
Republican party. They must rely 
on one of their own, it appears. 
This necessity — and oppor­ 
tunity — can be the beginning of 
real health in the party if properly 
capitalized. 
In fact, it could be 
the 
salvation of the party which 
has been relying, not on itself, but 
on a military hero. It is conced­ 
edly weakened by such coattail rid­ 
ing. 
For government we must depend 
upon our two political parties which, 
if successful in carrying out their 
functions, must be able to raise 
up within their own ranks men who 
are equipped to be President. That

government. A political party can 
not succeed if it has constantly 
to go outside of the ranks of those 
who are at work in government, 
who live with it, and pick an out­ 
sider to impose leadership frorp 
the top. That may do for an election 
or two — but not for long. 


Astute Republicans familiar with 
political history recognize this. 
They welcome the return of the 
“pros" which now seems in pros­ 
pect.

COUNTY COULD SAVE MONEY 
There is one economy which might 
not be classified as major, but 
which involves sufficient dollars to 
be of interest to anyone involved 
in the job of efficiently spending tax 
money. We are referring to the cost 
of publishing legal notices. 
You will note tax sales, election 
notices, county budgets, and sim ilar 
printing which appear in the Warren 
Times M irror and the Youngsville 
Courier. Very seldom in the Obser­ 
ver. In fact, we don't remember 
ever receiving such a notice from 
the county commissioners. 
These notices cost twenty cents a 
linel Count the lines in one of 
these notices, multiply it by twenty, 
and then check to see how many 
times it appears. Two newspaper 
columns of it probably adds up to 
400 lines, and some legals fill a 
page or two. But even the two column 
legal costs you $80 for each pub­ 
lication, and if it appears three 
times it adds up to $3401 
Expensive advertising! 
Imagine what a page or two of 
it costs! 
Why do the commissioners refuse 
to ask for bids on this public print­ 
ing? It is done in many areas. And 
the saving every year adds up to a 
very good sum. 
And even without bids, why is it 
that all of the notices are channel­ 
ed to the daily and one weekly? We 
publish four papers of general c ir­ 
culation which are entered as sec­ 
ond class matter and which are legal 
mediums for such public printing. 
Perhaps our independent editorial 
policy has stepped on the tender and 
often exposed toes of certain poli­ 
ticians. And because of that, no 
effort has been made to better spend 
the taxpayer’s dollars? 
This paper is not a medium for 
either party. It w ill take the issues 
as they come and w ill interpret them 
without the benefit of party labels. 


In the process, some who live by 
political heeling no doubt will be 
made extremely unhappy. 
The chips, of course, must fall 
where they may, but it is too bad 
that so many of them are of a costly 
blue complexion, and that they are 
allowed to be lost so carelessly 
by those chosen to spend wisely. It 
is not a small item. It does jus­ 
tify open discussion. You, as a 
Warren county resident, should in­ 
vestigate. 


* * * * 
PO LITICS? 
This piece, of course, w ill be 
classified as politics, inasmuch as 
the election is a couple weeks away. 
If it be politics, it is not because 
we have a candidate to sell. But it 
is a good time to be dwelling on 
such matters, if you as an Ameri­ 
can believe in democracy and pre­ 
fer to choose your officials on the 
basis of ability rather than by label. 
We believe there is no party that 
can do no wrong. And that goes for 
Warren county, too. 
We also believe it is a tragedy 
that national party lines are applied 
to local politics. The issues should 
be debated on their own values, and 
local candidates should not be elect­ 
ed because they are Republicans or 
Democrats, but only because they 
are best suited to do the local job. 
We believe local parties should 
be created for the local election and 
they should be divorced from the 
national theme.

RUNNING OUT OF TREES? 
Because we live in an age when 
we believe we can find a substitute 
for anything, it may come as some­ 
what of a shock to us when we are 
told that our growing population may 
find itself short of wood in less 
than a half century. With forestry 
management accepted today as an 
important part of our government 
service, and with large national 
forests to be found in many areas, 
we calmly go our daily rounds with 
the subconscious idea that the wood 
problem is being solved by those 
who know. 
But it is a job for all of us, and 
to do it we must be informed of the 
facts. These include the startling 
revelation that we will need to 
increase our tim ber growth from 
70 to 120 percent by the year 2,000 
if all is to be well. This will re­ 
quire more production on govern­ 
ment lands, of course, but it also 
applies to the private lands. 
We have 115 million acres of un­ 
stocked or greatly understocked for­ 
est land, and annual losses from 
insects, fire, and disease are eating 
into present stands. Proof that the 
public can help in this work is the 
fact that so much progress has been 
made toward the control of fire 
that insects and disease outrank 
it as a danger. 
This does not mean we can relax 
our vigilance where fire is con­ 
cerned. Instead, it should encour­ 
age us to do even better. 
All of this and more is to be 
found in the most complete survey 
of timber resources ever made. It 
required over three years by the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture’s Forest Service, coopera­ 
ting with state foresters, forest in­ 
dustries, and other public and p ri­ 
vate agencies and organizations. 


Perhaps you would like to read a 
summary of this report. Wood is a 
m ajor item in the buyer’s future. 
Here are a few of the report’s high­ 
lights: 


1. The United States now has 489 
million acres capable of growing! 
tim ber for commercial use. The 
survey indicated, however, there] 
no longer appears to be an excess 
of forest land and any substantial 
reductions in the acreage of land 
devoted to timber crops may ad­ 
versely affect future timber sup­ 
plies. 


2. Some 115 million acres, one- 
fourth of all the country’s com­ 
m ercial forest land, is poorly stock­ 
ed or nonstocked. About 50 million 
acres will require planting if it is 
to become productive within a rea­ 
sonable time. The study shows that 
over-all timber growth is increas­ 
ing; on a national basis, saw-timberj 
growth was nearly 9 percent more 
in 1952 than comparable growth in 
1944. The review indicates that the 
quality of timber in the forests is 
declining. 


3. Condition of recently cutover 
lands was found generally to be 
best on lands owned by the forest 
industries and on public forest lands. 
Condition of such lands was poorest 
on farm and other private forest 
lands. Some 4 1/2 million farm 
owners 
and 
other 
private non- 
industry owners of timberland hold 
the key to the Nation’s timber sup­ 
plies, the Review indicates. On the 
average their holdings are small; 
85 percent of them own less than 
IOO acres of timberland each. But 
in the aggregate their holdings com­ 
prise 60 percent of the country’s 
total commercial forest lands and 
supply a substantial part of the raw 
m aterial for forest industries. 


4. The Timber Resource Review 
shows that greatest loss in poten­ 
tial tim ber growth comes from in­ 
sects, diseases, and fire. Each year 
these kill an amount of sawtimber 
equal to one-fourth of the annua] 
growth. Insects and diseases now 
outrank fire as damaging agents. 
Much progress has been made in 
prevention and control of fire; a 
sim ilar reduction in the toll of in­ 
sects and diseases would contribute 
substantially toward increased fu­ 
ture timber supplies.
